RECTIFIES AN 


HONEST ERROR 


Leader of Assembly 


f Fellow Servant 


His Support 


Changes Ruling on 


Btill, and Pledges 


o Measure

CARSON, Nev., Feb. 14.—The Inter- 


est at the morning session centered on 
the action which would probably be 
taken on the r,uling of Speaker Platt 
yesterday on Assembly Bill No. 10, 
better known as the Fellow Servant's 
bill. 
There was a great deal of dis- 


cussion among the parliamentarians on 
the correctness of the ruling. 
There 


was never a question as to the honesty 
of the Speaker in making the ruling-, 
and no one was surprised when, at the 
conclusion of the reading of the journal, 
Speaker Platt made the following an- 
nouncement: 


Gentlemen of the Assembly/ 
It is 


the purpose and desire of-the Speaker 
to assist and not to stifle legislation. 
The ruling of the chair on yesterday 
carrying the indefinite postponement 
of the original bill with the substitute, 
was correct 
However, 
the chair 


should have entertained the motion of 
Mr. Small! to indefinitely postpone the 
substitute, as such a motion, at any 
rate, should only apply to the original 
motion, and in making such motion, 
Mr. Smaill was clearly out of order. 


The chair will therefore, at this time, 


entertain a motion to expunge from the 
record Mr. Smaill's motion and subse- 
quent proceedings upon the motion and 
correct the history accordingly. The 
question now before the House on A. B. 
10 Is upon the adoption of the, sub- 
stitute proposed by Mr. Dodge. 


Mr. Platt was warmly commended 


for his frank confession of error In 
ruling, which demonstrates his fair- 
peas and readiness to recede from a 
wrong position. 


It should be stated that in making 


the ruling of Speaker Platt could not be 
charged with opposing the bill, as the 
effect would have been the same had 
he ruled Mr. Smaill out of order and 
railed for a vote on the substitute. Mr. 
Smaill and Mr. Henderson, who were 
supporting the bill vigorously, came in 
for considerable good natured chaffing 
after, the decision of the chair, al- 
though both stoutly contended that the 
ruling was wrong. 
The bill came up 


in the afternoon and the Dodge sub- 
JttEute was defeated. 


The bill passed by a vote of 23 to 


14. 


A. B, 62—Wright—Amending act re- 


garding powers and duties of the Board 
of Education. 


A. C. R.—Amending Sec. 1 of the 


Constitution regarding taxation of pat- 
ented mines. Passed. 


This Is a proposed amendment to the 


Constitution Introduced by Mr. Skaggs 
at the last session and taking Its regu- 
lar course must pass both houses of 
the present session before being sub- 
mitted. 


At the close of the morning session 


Mr. Smaill'offered an apology to Mr.

AFTERNOON- SESSION 


The Cory ell resolution relative to 


pledging United Stateu Senators to up- 
hold President Roosevelt In his cru- 
sade against rebates and 'unjust rates 


bobbed up serenely at the afternoon 
session to again vex the Republican 
majority In the lower house. Mr. Dodge 
was again on his feet to oppose its 
passage, this time on the plea that the 
resolution was dead in effect and since 
the Senator had been elected it was 
unnecessary at this time to attempt to 
resurrect it 


Mr. Coryell contended thero was ev- 


ery reason for its passage, as to defeat 
it would in effect be a notice to the 
President that notwithstanding the tre- 
mendous majority accorded him in Ne- 
vada bt the late election, it is at this 
time impossible to pass a resolution 
endorsing his stand on a

A. B. No. 40 being next on Ue. the 


House resolved itself into a committee

bill. 
It provides for rights of Way for 


irrigation canals over lands now in 
State ownership and also for the sate 
of such lands as form units as is now 
the case with lands sold by the gov- 
ernment reclamation 
districts. The 


bill passed unanimously. 
-On motion of Mr. Henderson 8. B. 
No. 18, to pay the deficiency of the 
World's Fair Commission was taken up 
out of the regular order, and the House 
resolved itself Into a committee of the 
whole for the purpose of listening to 
an explanation of how It happened. Mr. 
Terington said that the commission 
labored under the disadvantage of hav- 
ing the smallest appropriation of any 
State, nation or principality on the 
grounds. 
They met with unexpected 


raises In prices for everything and as 
a consequence about the middle of 
July found that It would be necessary 
to either close up or run It at their own 
expense and thus save the honor of the 
State.

Clerk Fogg. 
He uttered no word;-but 


his countenance showed plainly that at 
last he realises hope is gone. 


Never was the guilt or Innocence 


of the man In doubt; the degree was all 
the jury argued on and report has it 
eleven of the jurors stood for death 
while one man held for second degree. 
Ten minutes before the verdict was 
reached the jury asked for instructions 
on this point 
One ballot was all 


that was then required to reach the 
decision. 
' Judge Curler fixed the time for pass- 
ing sentence for next Saturday. 


Underman seemed to realize that 


the battle had been fought and lost. 
When he waa brought into court for the 
first time last night he called to an 
acquaintance in the courtroom: "It's 
all off, old man; it's first degree." His 
surmise was confirmed when the ver- 
dict was finally announced. 


Now that a verdict has been reached 


Sheriff Ferrel has resolved that the 
prisoner shall be delivered safely to 
the Warden at Carson. The first pre- 
cautionary measure was taken last 
evening. 
Underman was 
removed 


from his regular cell to the steel cage 
and 
will 
be 
guarded 
constantly. 


He will be kept there until sentence 
Is passed next Saturday.

"In the ftrst place I don't believe I 


received a fair trial.
